A source who has furnished reliable information 
in the past advised a Special Agent of the Los Angeles 
Division of the FBI as follows on August 5, 1968: 


Source stated he attended a political rally for 
Eldridge Cleaver at Bovard Hall, University of Southern 
California (USC) in Los Angeles on August 2, 1968. Cleaver 
is the Minister of Information of the Black Panther Party 
BPP) and presidential candidate of the Peace and Freedom 
arty, a legally constituted political party in the state 
of California. 


Source advised that the rally began at 8:00 p.m. 
and lasted until 11:00 p.m. and was attended by approximately 
250 persons, the majority of whom were Negro. Source 
advised that he observed no uniformed police at the auditorium, 
Source advised that Black Panther members guarded all exits 
and that walkie talkies were used by these guards. 


Source advised that during the course of Cleavers 
speech he recalled only two violent statements. Cleaver 
stated that people were nosing around the Black Panther 
headquarters on Central Street and that if it did not stop 
there would be blood on Central Street. Cieaver also said 
that he did not advocate violence, but if Hiney P. Newton 
(See Appendix) was not freed, the Black Panthers would get 
their guns. Cleaver stated that this was not advocating © 
violence, but only protecting Newton. 


Source stated that there was no trouble or 
disturbances at the rally.

A. Synopsis of Event 


| Information is set forth herein, from sources who have 
furnished reliable information in the past, concerning a visit 
to the University of Michigan (U of M}, Ann Arbor, Michigan, during 
the week of August 12, 1968, by Eldridge Cleaver, Black Panther 
Party, as a candidate for the office of President of the United 
States. 


The nominating organization was the Founding Convention 
of the Peace and Freedom Party {PFP), as a new, national, political 
party, described by its participants as a coalition of existing 
East and West Coast “Peace and Freedom Parties", the "New Politics" 
parties of the Midwest, and the "Black Panther Party" (BPP). The 
Convention was held at the U of M, Ann Arbor, August 17-18, 1968, 
and nominated Cleaver as it's candidate for President of the 
United States. “ 

This newly developed coalition claimed to be an example 
of the fact that the "New Left" and the “Black Liberation Movement" 
could work together, effectively, to form a permanent, national, 
radical, political party. 
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Convention participants, including Cleaver, advocated 
"revolution" and “arming”, disseminating considerable data 
regarding participation in disruptive activities scheduled in 
connection with the National Convention of the Democratic Party, 
Chicago, Iliinois, August, 1968. 


The National Committee of the Communist Party, USA 
{CPUSA), and District Committees, CPUSA, encouraged participation 
in the Ann Arbor founding convention of the PFP. The Students for 
a Democratic Society (SDS), while not specifically or openly named 
in the sponsorship or direction of this Ann Arbor PFP Convention, 
according to sources, played a major role in it's development and 
direction. The SDS did so, according to a source, through it's 
domination of the host group in Ann Arbor, Michigan, the Citizens 
for New Politics {CNP}; it's subperb national organization; and 
it's organizers, 


While much of the Chicago planning, revealed at this 
Ann Arbor Convention, indicated threatened violence and implied 
disruption, a source stated the SDS has outstanding professional 
psychological advice and direction. Source speculated that some 
materials circulated may have been calculated to develop fear and 
hysteria, presumably to win concessions without having to follow 
through on threatened actions. Source added, however, that 
organizers would have difficulty exerting control over large 
groups of young, irresponsible individuals, anarchists, and Black 
Militants attending, whose propensity to act emotionally could

| The Convention reconvened at 6:00 p,m,, August-17, 
1968, at which time it was decided that discussion on. 
various committee reports would be delayed and discussion 
was held as to committee procedure regarding instructions 
to the to be formed committee on organizing principals 
and structure, It was decided that the National Organzing 
Committee would coordinate activities of the major candidates 
of the party in the United States and would reguiate

These discussions dealt in general with withdrawal 
from Vietnam, armed “self-defense” of blacks, the liberation 
struggie of minority groups, the abolition of capitalism, the 
two party system, and the establishment of a third party.

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The Convention adjourned until 7:30 5.m,, at 
which time Cleaver and Gregory were to deliver addressed 
to the Convention to be followed by question and answer 
periods, Upon reconvening, the.

parties are presenting scum, filth, amd trash, adding that. 
"This corrupt and insane mation should be straightened out

Cleaver, upon his nomination, stated that

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Sources advised that Eldridge Cleaver, BPP, in a speech at 
Ann Arbor, Michigan, on August 16, 1968, addressed a group of some > 
250 individuals in remarks essentially as follows. Sources noted his 
speech was well received with considerable enthusiasm, | 


"Nhe people in Ann Arbor are crazy, the police are crazy, 
the weather is crazy, and the mother country radicals are crazy. My 
paroble officer is definitely crazy because he told me I. couldn't come 
here. I told him I would come because I had to and because I had a 
right to come. He said OK but don't go to Detroit. I was going to 
Detroit and I still may gO because I have the right to. | 


"My eNaiensis with that parole officer is a metaphor for 
oppressed people end a symbol of all the pigs of the power structure. 
The governors, the mayors, the police and all the rest, the waterhead 
Humphries, the meat head Nixons and all the other alternatives. It's 
like picking ham or bacon, it's all pig and it's all pork, dedicated 
to the same job. | 


"Everything in this country 1s out of order and will stay 
out of order until we tear it up, take the little pieces and rebuild 
from the pieces. People here don't even know what to do. They're 
discussing the fundamental nature of this country, this decadent 
society, this oppressive international monster inflictina oppression 
on the people of the world. It's doing things in the name of the 
people of this country, and there are a lot of people who do not want 
things like this done in their name and who want to do something about 
1t. ‘It's part of this segment, that I represent, that are taking the 
position that they stil] have a lot of quarrels with people in the 
white community, but are realistic enough Eo recognize that we want! to 
distinguish those who want to help get the white racism from around 
our necks from those who wish ae keep 1t on. One of the things we - 


have to brina out in these nolitics we are dealing with is where people 


are really at. and where ney want. to be, 


"Everyone is confused, that's where we're at, from the right 
Lo the left. Everyone thinks they have the answer and we all have the 
pers sonal ideology that the country: needs and what the nroblem needs. 
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"But when you get down to it we have sélutions that apply to us, our 
little group or the organizations we represent. We end up with a 
little cluster of dissatisfied people who are trying to reach out to 
other clusters to mold together a mightly striking force, a 
revolutionary political movement that can deal with this situation 
here in Babylon. I know we have every kind here from the high bound 
conservative to the flaming, wild-eyed radicais. We still have 
difficulty describing ourselves. What are we? Radicais, militants, 
activists. Call it any name you wish. , ae , 


“What we have to do is create the machinery that by its 
moving will define us. I don't like to hang a label on it. 


"I'm kind of scared after last night, but it's not my fault 
I was late because I'm an amateur at getting places on time. There's 
nothing I can do about it. I inherited tired biood. The whole 
mechanics of the. country are tied up with pracision; time tables, 
which have gotten the world in a iot of trouble. I'm sorry being 
late cost you money, we regret that, but if that puts you up tight,

"Now the reason we're here, the reason we face a coalition 
with the Peace and Freedom Party (PFP) in the bay area of California 
is that we recognize the very serious and dangerous situation 
developing around -us and it could get us killed. If we desire to 


continue functioning we recognize, that as a valid necessary phase of. 


the black people's movement, black people must take control of those 
organizations founded by white radicals where these organizations 
have become identified with him. This would develop very strong 
rhetoric to be used as a weapon and a tool to urce white radicals to 
go into their own communities to organize something of their own. 
When this is done we can use this as a basis for a coalition and we 
could then work together. 


"Stokely Carmichael said this, and in the bay area, we had 
to make a very fundamental appraisal of what we represented, who we 
would work with and what we wanted to do in that situation. We 
found that a jot of those we wanted to work with weren't ready to do 
this. A lot were ready to say black is black but they weren't ready 
to work together. We wanted to see results and see people out 
spreading the word about livey, about the Black Panther Party (BPP), 
because we knew the only chance we had was in people becoming aware 
of the nature of the black liberation struggle. tThey also had to 
become aware of the inevitable occurence of a confrontation hetween

"blacks and the white racist cops, and. that in the situation where a 
brother would move to liberate his community.-.is in the same position 
as a Vietnam freedom fighter encountering a green beret or a lackey 
of the Kei regime. It would be absurd to say a Vietnamese freedom 
fighter was guilty of murder no matter how that came down. 


"We recognized we couldn't go off to Berkeley and tell the 
people to stand up and demand that Iluey P. Newton be set free. We 
started off talking to them about trying to get a fair trial for Huey 
because that is as. far as they were willing to go at the time. As 
the whole process developed, and they were able to move from a 
demand for a fair trial in a racist court to the place where they 
demanded he be set free. This change in position deals with people 
trying to deal with an atmosphere of tension, the racist tension that 
makes every black man the enemy of every white man. We felt that this 
was an absurd situation. | a 


“TI feel if I have my neck on the oe with a boot on it, 
and a hand appears trying to lift. the boot, I'm not going to look to 
see if the hand is the same color as mine, but only tell him, 'snap 
that mother (obscene) leg off'. Just get that boot off my neck. If 
anyone finds himself in a painful position, and he in contact ina 
common cause with someone who sympathizes with his pain, and then 
refuse help; he's. got more than one problem, 


"One day we were sitting in a car on Telegraph Avenue, we 
were broke and Huey was to make his court appearance. We were trying 
to figure out who we could rob to get money for leaflets to get the 
word out about Huey Newton. We saw this panel truck with a loud 
speaker on it saying, ‘register for peace and freedom’. We followed 
it and found out what it was. TI hadn't bothered to listen or notice 
until this shocking thing occurred and we were listening to everything 
and checking everything out. We started checking with some people 
because we could see ourselves driving through the streets shouting 
Huey P. Newton must be set free. We had to have a summit conference 
with the brains and the power structure of the PFP and had endless 
negotiations. We were ready to agree and say let's go but they wanted 
to talk about what would happen at Chicago, and if we did start 
working together, if we attended the convention of the Peace and 
Freedom party in March would we demand 50% of the votes. They were 
up tight about that. We said we don't want 50% of your votes. We 
have 100% of our votes and you can have 1008 of yours. That no one 
1S going to tell us how to-run our organization and we wouldn't, be 
interested in teiling them how to run theirs. There are some - 
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"organizations we want to destroy and some we wanted to communicate | 
with, but we only wanted to run our own organization, we have our 7 
hands full. 


"This was the beginning but I want to emphasize that we 
Gidn't start working with the Peace and Freedom party because we saw 
a grand coalition developing, we started because we saw it was in our 
interest. We were trying to get people into those trucks to hold 
rallies. Let them talk about registering for peace and freedom, we 
were going to -talk about Huey P. Newton. So once we got, to the 
rallies, you had the white cats run down their bag, we ran down our 
bag, and we'd all leave. It began to seem artificial because we 
could relate to them because a lot of the things they were saying, 
we were saying. Our telephone rang long distance from Michigan asking 
what we were trying to do, 'sell out', or trying to become an 
integration partv. We started explaining our needs and what we had 

to cope with, and asked if they could get the money for sound trucks. 
They said no, but we don't like what you're doing. Well (obscene) | 
you, we're doing what we have to do. We defend this and are  § 
dedicated to what'we have to co. We developed from that starting | } 
point in defending our coaiition with the PFP and I know they 

defended us. . | ere | | 


| "There are a lot af peoole who are still saying that the BPP 

is a liability to the PFP and the whole effort to organize white folks. 
They feel you can't appeal to white folks if you're involved with 
crazy niggers running around with guns. That may be true, that by 
associating with the BPP at least some people won't associate with you. 

We say the BPP represents the best synthesis of what has been learned 
here in Babylon through the process of the black liberation struggle. 
That we take up a gun, following the preachment of Malcom X. While 
Malcom X was teaching we were listening’ and that the gun is not our 
whole program. There is no point, however, in deceiving ourselves 

that blacks and whites can continue to be Separate with no violence, 
turn the other cheek and we will overcome. That's a lie. It's not 
going to happen like that and we'd all better realize it. People are 
not going to sit around and have cops throwing them away, throwing 
their friencs and acquaintances away. 


"Today we heard on the news that some cop in Inkster, 
Michigan, who shot a 14 year old black kid, received a verdict of 
justifiable homicide. Shot’ him dead because he would not heed an order 
to stop. It's no wonder we don't hear hitn say stop because when 
those pigs speak all we hear is oink. We cannot relate to the 
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"8eception that these pigs are here. to protect the public or protect 

the people, that they won't harm you and will treat you friendly. I- 

know people who would rather stay lost in a city. the. rest of their 
lives before they'd walk over, and ask a pig for directions. I'il 

ask a pig for. directions only as a last resort and then walk off in the 

opposite direction. : | . : 

"One of the things ac comes up when we talk to white 

: radicals is, they say that's OK for you black asses in the ghettos 

but we're not ready for that yet. Our people aren't ready for that. 

The mere fact that he can understand what I mean tells me he understands 
and will set himself strategically for the right time to move. That 

we have to say to the white people in the PFP and the Citizens New 

Politics Party (CNP) herve j.ore, that everyone who has divorced 

himself from the Democratic and Republican parties cause they don't 

endorse that (obscene) are radical.

"There's no getting around it, wetre confronted ich a 
revolutionary situation and we're going to have to respond to it or 
repent Like they have in other countries where they debated whether to 
go left or right and while debating were swept to one side or the 
other. I would advocate if some don't want to move that we start 
RecKAng asses ourselves. Maybe you don't like that, I don't either, 
and I'm sorry you don't relate to that. I know the white people in 
this country are capable of dealing with the real problem, and capabie 
of dealing with strong-arm tactics and oppressors in other countries. 
They have done it historically :and I know when you say give me liberty 
or give me death, you still feel something. I know I feel something, 
and if I do, you must really swing For that.

were dead and the fourth had sought refuge with his family. The 
police got him to give up by sending out information that they knew 
where he was and would kill him if he didn't give up. His family 
persuaded him to give up. The cops had been following them around and 
after stopping the car began questioning them. | They said someone made 
a fast move and the shooting started the cops up tight.

He recalled 
a fellow writing in his notebook that most candidates have. to be 
protected from the people by the pigs but Cleaver has to be protected 
from the pigs by the people.

"We are aware that black workers were given that program 
some decades ago, and they have failed to come forward and lead the 
revolution under the CP, and we're tired of waiting. We don't care 
if he's a worker or if he's unemployed, a @rop~out or rich,.-he should 
get down and we'll move this thing. We say that black people have 


to deal with the economics struaqgle as well as white racism, so we 
don't just have one but two struggles... Blacks have to deal with 
special problems such as community imperialism which prevent him from 
just participating in a class struggle.

Durine the pre-coenvention activities on the U of H 
campus and during the period of the holding of the YWichigan State 
Convention of the CNP at the U or Mi, there was seheduled oan the 
afierroon of August 175, 1968, a speaking appearance by Eldridge 
Cleaver, Black Panther Party (BPP), who vas the favored nominee 
for the office oF President of the United States of tle CNP 
Convention, The sources advised that Cleaver was to appear & 
Hill Auditorium on the U of M campus at 4:00 n.m., and that a 
crowd of some S356 ~ 5CG0 persons ayanited his appearance until 
9:40 p.m., when #£ was announced that he would not appear. 
Sources advised that during this period, there was evidence 
to unusral security measures by a group of “body guard’ type 
Negro males who were conSidered to be part of Clieaver's or the 
BPP's security detail.

On April 6, 1968, Cleaver and other members of the BPP 
were involved in a shoot- out with the Oakland, California Police 
resulting in the death of Bobby Hutton, Treasurer, of the BPP and 
the wounding of two Oakland Police Officers. Cleaver was charged wit 
assault with intent to commit murder and trial is pending. | 


The California Adult Probation Authority summarily © 
revoked Cleaver's parole on April 7, 1968, as a result of this 
incident. 


Cleaver, through his attorney, filed a writ in Solano 
County Superior Court stating that his parole had been revoked 
illegally. 


On July 7, 1968, Judge Raymond J. Sherwin ruled that 
the California Adult Probation Authority had revoked Cleaver's 
parole because of his "political activities" and ordered that 
he be released thereby reinstating his parole. 


On September 27, 1968, the California State District 
Court of Appeals overruled Superior Court Judge Sherwin, 
Stating that the California Adult Probation Authority had not 
acted illegally. The Court of Appeals ruled that the order 
to revoke Cleaver's parole become effective in. sixty days.

A source who has provided reliable information in 
the past advised as roliows: 


Leroy Eldridge Cleaver, Minister of Information 
of the Black Panther Party {BPP) (See Appendix} and 
presidential candidate of the Peace and Freedom Party (PRP), 
a legally constituted political party in the State of 
California, spoke at the Pauley Pavilion on the University 
of California at Los Angeles (UCLA) campus on October 
4, 1968, Cleaver was invited to speak as part of a lecture 

program in which ali presidential candidates were offered 
an opportunity to speak, Cleaver is the only candidate who 
has accepted to date, The conditions under which Cleaver 
was alloved to speak were that all arrangements were to 
be handled by the PFP and that no advance publicity be 
fiven Cleaver's speech, In addition, Cleaver does not 
speak as a representative of the BPP nor does he receive 
any honorarium, No distribution of. literature was allowed 
on the campus, 


A second source who has provided reliabie 
information in the past advised that Cleaver spoke at 
Pauley Pavilion at UCLA from 12:30 pam. to 1:30 p.m, 
Source stated that Cleaver spoke to @ crowd of about 
6,000 persons, most of whom were students, Source advised 
that Cleaver's speech was basically anti-establishment, 
interspersed throughout with obscentities.

| "IT want to thank Mickey Mouse Reagan and Donald 
Duck Rafferty for making this possible. (applause) About 
amonth ago, a couple of months ago, a few students from 
the University of California, Berkeley, called me up on 
the telephone and told me that they were thinking about 
organizing a course and they thought I might be interested 
to participate in it and they asked me if I would come 
down and talk to them further about it and it was very 
exciting to me and I said yes I would do that and I went 
down and met with members of the faculty and students 
to talk about that. We had several meetings and finally 
decided. that there was enough information there, valid 
information, to deal with to constitute a course. At 
the time, I hadn't the slightest idea about it. Ie'me 
see how far we can fill up the picture, There were 
people who were so hard up for votes, so hard up for 


that they could the public cause they 
didn't even want the responsibility of this you know. 
That being the society got it in motion, a lot 


of hysteria, and they could talk me into making profound 
statements pretending to be the savior of the people 

once again. So that. I was astounded, at first, when 
I heard the Governor, the great Governor, of the state of 
California wasting his time commenting on my meager activities, 
because there was a time when I wanted that wkhelp to say 
something and he remained silent. When they had me in the 
penetentiary, I wrote him a long letter saying the pitch 
wasn't true and asking him to investigate, and I never 
heard a mumbling word from Ronald Reagan. So, as far as 
I'm concerned, Ronald Reagan baby fe=- you. (crowd 
applauds) You see it's one thing for us to give Mickey 
Mouse..a polite applause after sitting through, or suffering 


_. through, one of his Grade B movies, but it's another thing

The political philosophy was 
taken from writings of Chairman MAO Tse-tung of Communist China 
and black militant writers. 





In March, 1968, the name of the organization was changed 
to Black Panther Party (BPP). 


| The official BPP publication, "The Black Panther Party - 
Black Community News Service", states that the BPP advocates use 
of guns and guerrilla tactics in their violent revoluntionary 
program to end oppression of biack people.

Information, announced merger of the BPP and Student Nonviolent 
Coordinating Committee (SNCC) and bestowed title of Minister of

It was clear from the 
beginning that these were fabricated charges, and 
this was demonstrated by the fact that when the 
sentence was made known, Huey's lawyer went ‘aneataters 
to taik with him, but Huey had already been taken out 
of the courtroom, He was pace ar: in a patrol car which 
took him straight to prison, 


Even the police and the jailers knew ahead 
of time what would be the sentence against Newton, © 
I know of my own experience, because [I have been in 

prison, that when somebody is taken out of a court- 
room so quickly, it means that the verdict was known 
beforehand. This shows a clear case of collusion, 
Everybody agreed to send Huey to prison.

That same day, the Court of Appeals issued

{The communication was cut at this point 
by an “error” of the American ‘telephone operator, 
We were connected again in a short time, thanks to 
the efforts of the Cuban operator,) 


I have a good idea who broke our connection, 
I Was saying that the District Court of Appeals ordered 
me to return to prison on parole violation.,.,and this 
order was issued the same day that Huey was sentenced 
to 15 years in prison, My parole was revoked because 
of my public activities to demonstrate the political 
mature of the charges against Huey. And this was 
the first time I was involved in charges of parole 
violation, The only thing we have done is educate 
public opinion in the United States and the rest of 
the world, concerning the political nature of this 
attack on Huey P, Newton, And these activities 


angered the authorities, who are determined to eli- 


minate those who want to spread the truth, 


Nevertheless, this effort to send me to 
jail was blocked by a judge, who accepted a writ of 
habeas corpus which freed me from jail. However, 
the Parole Board people appealed this decision, 
and a higher court rejected this recourse, They 
did give me 60 days freedom, before teturning to 
prison, |

We still have certain legal ways of escape, 
and that is what we are exploring at the moment, How- 
ever, once these legal avenues have been exhausted, 
our only remedy will be to use revolutionary methods.

Things reached a point where they wanted 
me to leave my home, because my wife Kathleen 
purchased a pistol, and having a pistol violates 
the terms of my parole, 


Et was essential that my wife acquire 
this weapon, because the police recently shot at 
the windows of our offices, and moreover, the 
racists are ready to murder us, 


Nevertheless, our lawyers told us that 
Kathleen is within her rights, guaranteed by the 
Constitution, to own a weapon, so that actually, 
the authorities are putting me in prison in order 
to take away my wife's right to possess a weapon 
with which to defend herself, 


Another thing I want to clarify is the 
following: the young white students at the University 
of California invited me to give a course on racisn © 
im the United States. This brought about the inter- 
vention of the racist Governor of California, Ronald 
Reagan, who insisted that I not be permitted to 
speak to the students, Nevertheless, the students 
protested, and they insisted that I be given the 
opportunity to teach this course on racism in the 
Umited States, The University is run by men who are 
appointed for political reasons, and these gentlemen 
gave in to the demands of the Governor of California, 
but the students remained firm, And, in the midst 
of this crisis, the Court of Appeals ordered me to

We do not know if he will receive justice 
on this appeal, because all these judges bend to 
political pressure, and they are very similar to 
the judges who rejected Fidel Castro's appeal, 
applied Batista’s “justice,” and sent him to jail, 
In a similar fashion, they will apply Johnson's 
justice to Huey. There is really not much hepe 
that the appeal will be favorable, but it is a way 
of exhausting all legal means in the eyes of the 
people, We will carry this appeal to the highest 
court in the country, and we will rouse the con- 
science of the people and show them that the only 
way to obtain justice for the people is for the 
people to be united and armed against the racist, 
decadent imperialist structure, This is the way 
we will fight, and Huey has said so himself. We 
are working on all fronts to gain freedom for Huey. 


Even though there is an order sending me . 
to prison within a few days, there is no way to make 
me go to jail when I have committed no crime, It 
does not appear to me to be my duty to go to the 
imperialist slaughterhouse like a tame sheep. 


It is our duty to go to the rescue of 
our brothers, and to see that the news of how 
Negroes are treated in the United States is known 
ali over the world, 


During this electoral campaign, the racists 
and imperialists Nixon, Humphrey and Wallace are 
stirring up the Negro problem to incige the whites 
te vote for them, These men are ready to sacrifice 
anything to gain the presidency; they will sacrifice

THE DEATH OF FASCIST AGENT JOHN FREY 


On October 28th last year, police agent 
gchn Frey appeared dead of a gunshot in Oakland, 
California, He was well known in the ghetto as one 
of the worst racists on the police force, Shortly 
before, he had advised by short wave: "I have a | 
Panther car." At that period, the police in Oakland 
had distributed lists with license numbers of the 
cars of the Panthers (and of cars driven by their 
associates, white or black}, in addition to photo- 
graphs of Black Panther leaders to all police stations. 
On various occasions, the police had committed reprisals 
against the Panthers, 


Officer Herhert Haines, the only witness to 
Frey's death, who had arrived at the spot as a rein- 
forcement, stated that two Negro citizens were in the 
Panther car, one of them Huey P, Newton, Minister of 
Defense of the Black Panther Party for Self-Defense.

Haines said then that he saw no weapon in 
Huey’s hands, although at the trial he stated that 
Newton had killed Frey and wounded him, Haine added 
that Newton and his companion fled, Nevertheless, 
hours later, Huey was taken to Kaiser Hospital, 
seriously wounded, 


According to what was proved, in spite 
of the fact that Huey had four wounds in the abdomen 
and one wound in the thigh, the doctors refused to 
attend him until the police arrived, When the — 
police arrived, the doctors permitted them to hand- 
cuff Huey on the operating table. Newton suffered 
badly, without medical attention. He even asked to 
be knocked out, to escape the pain, 


Hours later, after surgery, Newton was taken 
to a hospital room, under heavy police guard, A police- 
man threatened to cut off his intravenous feeding tube. 
Another policeman pointed a gun at his head and said 
he would kill him, and then say he had been trying 
to escape. This policeman said later that he would 
not have shot, because Newton would die in the gas 
chamber, 


During the time that Huey was in the 
hospital, the police guarding him mistreated him; 
they would jolt the bed, hoping to open his wounds; 
they hit him in the stomach rae blood covered 
his bandages. 


Newton was later transferred to San Quentin 
Prison, where he continued to receive medical treat- 
ment, and later he was taken to Alameda County Jail, 
on false charges, | 


Sc far, there has been no legal proof that 
Huey P, Newton killed Officer Frey, However, at the 
trial which ended last Friday, Newton was sentenced 


to 15 years imprisonment.

An article appearing in the October 1, 1968, issue

On October 21, 1968, Thomas F. Bell, Chief of Police, 
Stanford University, Palo Alto, California, advised that 
Cleaver spoke to an overflow crowd at the Stanford University 
auditorium during the evening hours of October 1, 1968. His 
speech was full of obscene four letter words directed at 
public officials, and contained a challenge to a duel for 
California Governor Ronald Reagan, whom he said he would beat 
to death with a marshmgllow. Cleaver stated that Huey Newton, 
Minister of Defense of the Black Panther Party, had been 
railroaded to jail, and he compared America to Nazi Germany » 
stating America was on the verge of Nazism. 


The speech lasted over an hour, and approximately 
two thousand people were in attendance,

As to CLEAVER's disassociation from The Peace and 
Freedom Party (P&FP}), he has always maintained that he is 
a member of the BPP and not the P&FP, and his only connection 
with the P&FP is that they had nominated him as their Presidential 
Candidate. Inasmuch as the election has passed, there is no fi 
longer a reason for a relationship. to exist. Ay. 


A review of the San Francisco file discloses no information 
on which a determination can be made that Mid-Western P&FP leaders 
Suspect CLEAVER has become mentally unbalanced. Such an opinion 
could possibly have come about as a result of Subject's Omaha, 
Nebraska speech given on 8/24/68, when the Nebraska P&FP was attempt- 
ing to gain recognition as a legitimate party and appear on that 
State's ballot. His speech on that occasion was obscene and in- 
fliamatory. 


At an Orange County P&FP meeting held on 9/11/68 at 
Santa Ana, California, the membexrhip indicated their displeasure 
at the fact CLEAVER did not follow the Southern California Platform 
at the P&FP Convention, however, there was no indication leadership 
thought he was unbalanced. 
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As to the report that the BPP intends to spirit | 
CLEAVER out of the country, SF sources have reported nothing 
to this effect. CLEAVER himseif has stated on numerous occasions 
that he will “die before going back (to prison)" (Rensselear Polytechnic 
Institute 10/10/68); or that he will depend on the BPP and the 
Black community to hid him out (Intermediate School, Brooklyn, 
N.Y. on 10/13/68). In each case where the SFO has been made 
aware of such statements his parole officer has been advised.

The U. S, ‘Attorney in San Francisco has advised that 
‘to date no concrete information has come to his attention from 
which he could make a reasonable inference that Cleaver has left 
the State of California. Therefore, the U. 8S, Attorney is not 
inclined to authorize an unlawful flight trvestigation at this 
time, Our San Francisco Office advises that the California 
Department of Corrections is the agency primarily responsible 
for Cleaver's return to prison. Cleaver'’s parole was revoked 
California authorities in Aprily 1968, after he had been arrested 
along with several other Black Panthers who had been renee in. 
a gun battle with the Oakland, California, police, . Prantl 


Since the California Department of Corrections has 
limited manpower, local police agencies are expected to assist 
in these type cases. A police official of the San Francisco Police 
Department has advised that Cleaver'’s case is being handied as a

On November 2, 1968, a source advised that he had 
attended a meeting on Friday evening, November 1, 1968, from 
approximately 8:00 p.m. to 9:30 p.m., at the Berkeley Community 
Theater, Berkeley, California. 


This meeting was concerning election disruption to | 
be carried out by the "Yippies.® There were approximately 300 
to 400 persons in attendance and the discussion was led by JERRY 
RUBIN who made remarks in general regarding causing a disruption 
at every election polling place in San Francisco, Berkeley, 
Oakland, and Richmond areas. 


He was not well received by the crowd and general 
comments were to make love-ins at the polling places; to have 
whiskey and beer in the polling booths; and to. use matches instead 
of ink at the polls. There was no specific designation as to how 
matches would be used at the booths.

The source advised that the next person who spoke at 
the meeting was a Caucasian by the name of HAYES or possibly 
HADEN €phonetic), and he stated in essence the same message that 
RUBIN had tried to give to the meeting, but as he was not well 
received, the second speaker had more or less restated the same 
things. 


The next speaker was a Negro, ELDRIDGE CLEAVER, who 
made general comments regarding things the Black Panther Party 
and himself would do te disrupt the election and did not make 
specific threats as to how they would carry this out, but kept 
referring to how the Black Panther Party would get guns and shoot 
up "this and that," not specifically identifying. 


The Youth International Party (YIP), alse 
known as Yippies, is a New York-based 
radical political youth organization 
established in early 1968. 


The "New York Post," a New York City 
daily newspaper, in its February 2, 1968 
issue, Page 12, sets forth an article 
entitled "Gaily, Gally, Hippies Going 
Into Politics," which states in part as 
follows: | 


"A new group called Youth International 
Party (YIP) with a high command of 25 
'Yippies' is promoting a fun-and-games 
youth festival in Chicago during the 
Democratic National Convention in late 
August.” 


The article went on to state that the 

New York-based organization promised 
Singing, dancing in the streets, poetry, 
and "making love in the parks" according 
to the first announcement distributed to 
radical newspapers by Liberation News 
Service (LNS) whose co-directors are aiso 
on the YIP committee. 


JERRY RUBIN described himself as a leader 
of the Yippie movement, a radical, anda 
revolutionary. 

ELDRIDGE CLEAVER is the Minister of Infor- 
mation of the Black Panther Party (BPP).

A characterization of the BPP is 
attached hereto. 


A second source advised on November 2, 1968, that a. 
pre-election rally was sponsored by the YIP and the BPP at 
Berkeley, California Community Center on the night of November 
1, 1968. JERRY RUBIN, as the leader of the YIP, spoke and 
asserted that only those aged seven or younger hadenough 
revolutionary potential. RUBIN was unpopular with the audsence 
and left the stage after being hooted down by the crowd. . 


LEROY. ELDRIDGE CLEAVER, Minister of Information of 
the BPP, addressed the audience. CLEAVER: claimed to be "stoned." 
He asked for and received a "joint" which he lighted while on 
stage. CLEAVER asserted that he would take refuge in the black 
community and surround himself with guns in order to avoid going 
back to the penitentiary. CLEAVER stated he would kill or have 
killed anyone who tried to extract him. CLEAVER stated he would 
kill San Francisco Mayor JOSEPH ALIOTO. 


A rally publicly announced as an anti-election demon- 
stration by the Yippies was held at the San Francisco Civic 
Center plaza from 1:00 p.m. to 3:30 p.m., November 5, 1968, 
This rally featured entertainers, agitator-propaganda theatre 
groups which presented an obscene play ridiculing candidates RICHARD 
NIXON and HUBERT HUMPHREY, and a pig which the speaker claimed 
represented a candidate of the YIP which was as good as the 
candidates of the other parties. 


At 3:30 p.m., the speaker suggested that the group 
proceed to the San Francisco Financial District to disrupt the 
activities in that area and show the people that real power is 
not in the voting booths. 


The rally which was originally organized by JERRY RUBIN, 
leader of YIP, announced no sponsorship on November 5, 1968, but 
the group of about 400 present all appeared to be hippie-type with 
sweet smell of marijuana noted by some observers. 


Numerous pieces of literature from all new left and 
some black militant groups were distributed at the rally.

The "San Francisco Chronicle," a San Francisco, 
California daily newspaper, dated November 5, 1968, showed

"During the financial district invasion, a | 
score of the protesters were arrested as 200 police ; 
struggled to keep traffic from being brought to a 7 
standstill. Charges here were mostly for obstructing : 
traffic. 


"The demonstration centered around Montgomery 
and Sutter Streets. The demonstrators sat on the 
Sidewalks, buiit bonfires, scattered stage money 
around, and filled the air with Indian war whoops. 


"The rally and Montgomery Street demonstration 
were staged by Students For A Democratic Society (SDS), 
whose officials brought two pigs to Civic Center as 
four candidates for president and vice-president’. 


"On the way back from a late afternoon invasion 
of the financial district by some 400 to 500 demon- 
strators, bands of protesters stopped at HUMPHREY 
and NIXON headquarters on Market Street, and yelled 
anti-war slogans and obscenties at staffers. 


"By the end of the day, a smaller band of i008 
protesters returned to Civic Center, where it all 
began, for an election-night vigil in front of City 
Hail. The vigil was more orderly than sorties earlier 
in the protest but some 30 police officers were on hand 
in case of new trouble. 


"Before long, however, protesters at the vigil 
gave up and went home. The weatherwas just too cold 
to stay up all night, one said." 


| JERRY RUBIN was observed at the downtown demonstrations, 
however, took no part in the disturbances.

The first source also advised he attended the 
Newton-Cleaver Rally on November 17, 1968. Source advised 
that the rally began at 2:00 p.m. and lasted about two hours. 
Source advised that the speeches were very short except | 
for Melivin Newton, Bobby Seale and Eldridge Cleaver. 


Source advised that Newton spoke about Cleaver 
and his brother, Huey Newton, and how they started out as 
youths. Source advised that Newton stated that Cleaver 
observed how the system was not for the Negroes and set 
about to change it. Newton referred to the American system 

as a prostitute and the capitalist as the pimp. Newton also 
enumerated a number of ways each individual could do his 
part and basically said that everyone should try to do his 
thing. . 


Source stated that Newton was followed by Bobby 
Seale, Chairman of the BPP. Seaie's speech calt primarily 
with the fact that the Negro has always been up against the 
wall and that he should now free himself from the wall of 
racism. Seale referred to all the major candidates as

racists "pigs" and that President Elect Richard Nixon and 
President Johnson were both advocating more wars. Seale 
also made remarks about Negroes “taking” what they have 
been denied in the past. and that those who take what 
they want are only rebelling against a system that has 
deprived them in the past. Seale stated that Newton and 
Cleaver had organized this "taking" to benefit the Negro 
and aid the cause of Negro liberation. 


Source advised that Seale was followed by 
Cleaver. According to source, Cleaver's speech was very 
mild compared to speeches in the past. Cleaver stated 
that the Department of Correction in California had only 
started to harass him after he had begun his fight for 
liberation of the Negro. Cleaver stated that the only 
time the system persecuted him was when he (Cleaver) began — 
talking politics and telling the Negro to rebel against 
the system. Source advised that Cleaver's speech was all 
inclusive and more or less dealt with the fact that if the 
Negro did not do something about the racist power structure 
in' America, then the bombs would start falling and it would 
be America's fault. Cleaver stated that the Negro should 
destroy, "orderly", anything: police force, chief of police, 
Supreme Court or a president, which stands in the way of 
solving the problems of the world. 


Source advised that Cleaver's speech was well 
received by an estimated crowd of between 1,000 to 1,599 _ 
Negroes and white. Source advised that he had heard that 
several people had been arrested outside the auditorium by 
Ios Angeles Police Department for narcotics vblations, but 
other than that no incidents occurred.

"police brutality", to unite militant black youth, and to determine 
the destiny of black communities. The political philosophy was 
taken from writings of Chairman MAO Tse-tung of Communist China 

and black miiitant writers. 


In March, 1968, the name of the organization was changed 
to Black Panther Party (BPP) | 


The official BPP publication, "The Black Panther Party - 
Black Community News Service", states that the BPP advocates use 
of guns and gucrrilla tactics in their violent revoluntionary 
PEQEr aM to end oppression of black people: 


: On February 17, -1968, ELDRIDGE CLEAVER, Minister of 
Information, announced merger of the BPP and Student Nonviolent 
Coordinating Committee (SNCC) and bestowed title of Minister of 
Justice, BPP, upon H. RAPP BROWN, Chairman of SNCC, 


SNCC is a militant Negro organization 
which preaches black Supremacy. 


— NEWTON, aforementioned, is incarcerated in the Alameda 
County Jail, Oakland, California, awaiting trial on charge of 
murder of an Oakland police officer.

In 1968, DAVID SANCHEZ, Prime Minister of the Brown 
Berets, prepared a booklet entitled, "The Birth of a New Symbol - 
the Brown Beret Manual". ‘This booklet states in part as follows: 
"For over 120 years, the Mexican-American has suffered at the 
hands of the Anglo Establishment. He is discriminated against in 
Schooling, housing, employment, and in every other phase of life... 
Because these injustices have existed: and tha Angio Estaplishment 
shows no sign of changing them, and because the cries of individuals 
have gone unheard and fallen upon deaf ears, a group of Young 
Chicanos: have come together under the name of the Browm Berets to 
demand an immédiate end to the injustices committed against the 
Mexican- American” 


This manual also states that the purpose of the Brown 
Berets is summed up in its motto: "TO SERVE, OBSERVE AND PROTECT”. 
According to the manual, the portion of the motto, "TO PROTECT", 
means "To protect, suarantee, and secure the rights of the Mexican- 
American by all means necessary. How far we must go in order to 
protect these rights is dependent upon those in power. if those 
Anglos in power are willing to do this in a peaceful and orderly 
process, then we will be only too nappy to accept this way.

We feei that the primary 
problem confronting the black people today is the’ prob- 
lem of being organized. The chief impediment to organi- 
zation of the black community comes from the activities 
of the police department. The potice department func- 
tions like an occupied army in the black community, 
and it intimidates black peopie. It disturbs meetings, 
prevents black people from having peaceful! assemblies, 
and the very presence of the police, with the history they 
have with black people, makes them an undesirable 
element in our community. We seek to remove them 
from the community because they are constantly kiffing 


-and terrorizing our people. 


We feel that before much more progress can be made, 
this particular problem has to be dealt with. So we call 
for the immediate withdrawal of the white racist police- 
men from cur community, and we call for enactment of 
the principle that those «ho police our community must 
live in our community. We want the community to con- 
trol the policemen who police our communities. We feel 
that it’s a form of community imperialism to have a po- 
lice force occupying our community that is controlled by 
the white suburbs. This is an obnoxious situation, and we 
want it to end. 


QUESTION: Have the police departinent and the Black 
Panthers ever sat down at the same table and attempted 
to negotiate any of the problems? 


CLEAVER: There have been very minimal direct con- 
tacts, such as when we've staged benefits and rallies at 
auditoriums where security has to be discussed; but they 
prefer to do that behind closed doors. They want to 
meet with us pehind closed dears as they've cone with a

} know that people are psychologically and materially 
prepared to do this because it’s becoming a matter of 
life and death. For instance, Bobby Hutton was murdered 
in Gakland on April 6 Here in a big area there have 
been about four other shootings and killings of young 
black men by police and so the last straw has already 
been placed on the camel’s back. Unless these police 
departments are brought down to d level where they are 
acceptable to a community, there can be nothing but a 
reply to them, in time; and it seems that that’s the way 
it’s going to be. : 


QUESTION: Tell me a little about the Peace and Free- 
dom Party with which the Black Panther Parfy is working. 


CLEAVER: The Peace and Freedam Pariy is composed 
primarily of white peopfe who were disgusted by the 
iwo party system — the so-called Republican and Demo- 
cratic parties. They've broken away from those two par- 
ties, and the type of corrupt policies that they've been 
practicing since they've come into existence, and formed 
a new third party that seeks to align itself with the legiti- 
mate aspirations of the black community and with the 
anti-war movement in this country. [tf seems to chart a 
new direction in national politics. 

We felt that this was a positive sign coming out of the 
white community and we saw no reason nat to work 
with them, because we share some of the same goaais 
and attitudes. :

This is distinguished from the racists in the power 
structure who want to keep people divided. They don’t 


_ want to see white people and black people work to- 


gether on anything that seriously contests the status quo. 
They’re the ones who spread racism through their con- 
trol of the mass media; they try to spread the idea that 
the Black Panther Party is some type of irresponsible 
gang of hoodlums, whose only ambition is to go out and 
kill and murder and invade the suburbs and all that 
magic. But the white people here in this area work with 
us, and we do a very good job, and there’s no problem 
in that area. 


Our problem comes from the racists who fear the 
development on a national scale of a working coalition 
between black people and white people who want to 
move to change this country. This is what they fear and 
this is why they move to suppress all tendencies and all 
manifestations of political expression that are maving in 
that direction, Any white person with any sense who 
wants to do something to bring about a better world 
has never had a hard time talking to black people or 
relating to black people because black people have been 
so down on hatred, they have been so much the victims 
of racism and racial hatred that it’s afmost impossible 
for a black person to really become a racist as white 
people are. This is not one of our problems. |

nsufficient to support a prosecution. Such individual speecnes 
usually fail within the protection of the First Amendment to 
the Constitution and are not actionable in and of themselves 
unless they constitute a "clear and present danger of attempting 
Or accomplishing the prohibited crime .. .'' In each case it 


must be proven that the "gravity of the 'evil'’, discounted by its 
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improbability, justifies such invasion of free speech as is 

necessary to avoid the danger". What is needed to meet this test 
is evidence to establish "The formation ... of .. .a highly 

ordanized. conspiracy, with rigidly disciplined members subject 

to call when the leaders", . . . believe "that the time has come 
for action ..." Dennis v. United States 341 U.S. 494 
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Notwithstanding our conclusion with regard to these speeches, 
lt appears that the Black Panther Party and other militant Negro 
organizations, are engaging in activities which may fall within 
the ambit of the aforementioned sections. We are actively 
reviewing ail investigative reports we receive with a view toward 
undertaking prosecution whenever sufficient evidence exists to 
estaplisn a conspiracy to violate these statutes. To this end,

I have read in the Local news that 
the California Police gxg seeking Black 
Panther leader Eldridge Cleaver however 
the new’item did not mention the F.B.I. 
Since Cleaver is a fugitive from justice 
which is a Federal crime I was wondering 
why the news item failed to mention 
any action by the F.B.I. in the capture 
of Cleaver? He Ls considered one of the 
most dangerous criminals in the United 
States by many police departments in Cagl- 
fornia. 
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The eoniss sca native using 
either the essay form or the auto- 
biographical technique as a mag- 
nification of ‘‘what’s bothering the 
author’’ is apparently in vogue now 
on Publishers’ Row. A career is 
begun, already fixed: by powers ai- 
ready set up, ‘with | ‘the result that 
talent is reduced to:a commodity on 
the literary slave-auction block. 
The author is already a victim of the 
very thing he attacks. While hoping 
to effect an assertive catharsis 
against his own imprisonment and 
emasculation through 
“‘literary,’” the very validity of his

phasis toward some vague higher 
sensibilities of protest achieved by 
Afro-American writers today.

enlightenment. Firstly, let us say 
that Cieaver’s identity problem is no 
that of the average 
Black college student who has less 
time to probe, and that the student's 
conclusions would be no hetter or 
different than Cleaver’s. Compar- 


atively speaking, this material that 


Cleaver investigates and. relinquishes 
is actuallyarehashof ideas that he 
has been denied. No real sincere 
attention is'given to his incarceration 
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ourselves with is the glowing rancor 
which he feels and that he eulogizes 
about. . 


It is no secret that along with the 


more known book clubs there is a 


club called ‘‘Nigger of the Year Book 
Ciub.”? The new-culture-heroes of 
our time are now literary, and more 
power to them. Fhe award for con- 
Splevous gallantry in expression 
can only be awarded according to the 
exbloitive demands of the publishing 
industry as it gives birth to socio- 
logical paralysis, a process care- 
lessly endorsed by the writers them- 
selves. Gone are the Maxwell Per- 
kins and others who had a real con- 
cern for their writers’ talents and 
lives. One day Cleaver will really 
rebel when he gets beyond the witness 
chair. 

Cleaver has read a great deal and 
understands the corpus delicti of 
America, which in a way is his Soul 
on ice, and the glaciated world about 
him. Fortunately his ability to ab- 
sorb and synthesize the phenomena of 
what he has read and lived through 
with concern makes an. enormous 
amount of sense... to the degree of 
his speculation. But realiy, what 
else is new? Things are tough all 
over. Does this purport to represent 
a new kind of leadership? Giving 
Cleaver an approximation to Fanon 
and saying that he is ‘‘one of the 
best cultura] critics now writing’’ Is 
a further distortion of the truth. 
Cleaver is eclectic to be sure, with 
a grasp for neo-coloniafist under- 
takings. But his motivational in- 
sights are one or two steps away from 
the Gestalt treadmill of lay socio- 
logical insight. 

Finatly, I am concerned about 
Cleaver in spite of what 1 have shown 
@S a comparative approximation of 
his work and his times in the sorraw- 
ful ache that is now history. Under 
the conditions which he wrote we can 
never dismiss this output as another 
texture of literary pain. Every word 
he has written I can honestly believe. 
The only legacy we can afford him is 
to quote William Blake in saying that 
““mitation is criticism.’’ Eldridge 
Cleaver is not at fault -- it is his 
critics who require censure.

A feature in the 11/16/68 issue of The Saturday 
Evening Post is an article concerning the subject, an 
official of the extremist Black Panther Party (BPP), 
written by Don A. Schanche. Cleaver's book, ‘Soul on Ice" 
(‘a $5.95 value"), is offered tree in this issue for a 
year's subscription to The Saturday Evening Post. 


Schanche'’s article is largely based on Cleaver's 
self-serving statements in his pock. Although he does 
not conceal Cleaver'’s past as a@ rapist and jail bird and 
his present role as a revolutionist, the article is 
sottened by urging the reader to "understand this man" 
and his position that white society must change to avert 
a black revolution which will “level the earth." He 
refers to Cleaver as the "Tom Paine of the New Left." 


One ridiculous claim, if true, made in Schanche's 
article is the quotation attributed to Stan Carter, 
Cleaver's California Probation Officer, who says he no 
longer looks on the Black Panthers as hoodilums; “I consider 
them real gentlemen in the community." 


Bufiiles show that Schanche was Managing Editor 
of The Saturday Evening Post in early 1964. A letter 
dated 3/25/64 to Schanche from the Director congratulated 
him on his promotion to Editor of Holiday magazine. He 
was then added to the Special Correspondents' List. In 
1964 Schanche was described as a strong supporter of the 
Director and the FBI and no derogatory references were 
located concerning him. 


This article is another example of glorification 
of a criminal and a black revolutionist whose influence 
with biack people would be considerably lessened if 
national magazines would ignore him. His book is a collection 
of essays written while he was in prison and its appeal 
is probably largely the fact that it is full of obscenities

(BPP) was started during December, 1966, in Oakland, California, to 
organize black people so they can take control of the life, politics, 
and the destiny of the black community. It was organized by Bobby 
George Seale, BPP Chairman, and Huey P. Newton, BPP Minister of 
Defense, Newton is presently serving a sentence of 2 to 15 years on 
a conviction of manslaughter in connection with the killing of an 
Oakland police officer. 


The official newspaper, "The Black Panther,*' which further 
describes itself as the "Black Community News Service,'' states that 
the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla tactics in its revo=- 
lutionary program to end oppression of the black people. Residents 
of the black community are urged to arm themselves against the police 
who are consistently referred to in the publication as "pigs" who 
should be killed. 


"The Black Panther" issue of September 7, 1968, contains an 
editorial by BPP Minister of Education, George Mason Murray, which 
ends with the following: 


"Black men. Black people, colored persons of America, 
revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture worth keeping 
is a revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom everywhere. Dynamite!

Included in the introduction to an article appearing in the 
October 5, 1968, edition of "The Black Panther" is the statement, 
"..-we will not dissent from American Government.

DAILY SUMMARY 


On 12/23/68, the subject failed to appear as scheduled 
in the court of Judge FOLGER EMERSON, Department 5, Alameda 
County Superior Court, Oakland, Calif., on pending state 
charges. The court ordered the subject's $50,000 bail be 
forfeited and issued a-bench warrant for subject's arrest. 


KATHLEEN CLEAVER was in the courtroom accompanied by 
approximately 4 members of the BPP, 2 of whom were scheduled 
for appearance in court that date. Following court action, 
KATHLEEN CLEAVER gave a press conference in the courthouse. 
She was observed leaving the court house accompanied by an 
unknown female and approximately 4 individuals believed to be 
BPP members. The unknown female was driving a 1968 gold 
Plymouth, 4 door hardtop, California License XKA 470, pre- 
viously determined to be registered to the subject and wife. 
KATHLEEN CLEAVER and the 4% BPP members were passengers in this 
vehicle.

AT RENSSELAER POLYTECHNIC INSTIT@TE 
(RPI), TROY, NEW YORK, ON 

OCTOBER 10, “1968 


A confidential source, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised on October 11, 1968, that 
LEROY ELDRIDGE CLEAVER spoke at Rensselaer Polytechnic 
Institute (RPI), Troy, N. Y., on the evening of October 10, 
1968, in the gymnasium. The source stated CLEAVER's appearance 
on the RPI campus was sponsored boy the Inter-Fraternity Council, 
4 association of fraternities at RPI, which paid him $500; nev 
ndmission was charged. 


CLEAVER's appearance was the result of a letter 
written by the Inter-Fraternity Council to all Presidential 
candidates requesting they speak on the RPI campus. 


Source stated that about 1500 persons, predominantiy 
students, heard CLEAVER's speech, wrich was unenthusiastically 
received, except for apprcximateiy 100 people who sat in thé 
tront of the gymnasium. 


The source stated CLEAVER xas introduced by PET 
DEVINOVICH, who described himself as the New York Stat 
PEMIMZEY of the Peace and Freedom Party “(EFPY and who 

jJescribed CLEAVER as the Minister of Information of the Black 
Panther Party (BPP}, and the Presidential candidate of the 
PEP. 


DEVINOVICH described the PFP as a recently-organizec, 
completely independent, political party which is controlled by 
che membership. DEVINOVICH stated the BPP and the PFP are 
associated but that each works independently. He said the PFr 
nas no illusions that CLEAVER would be elected President of 
She United States.

A second confidential source, who has furnished 
reliable information in the past, advised that CLEAVER's 
speech at RPI was filled with obscenities and earthy language. 
Source stated CLEAVER often compared the United States with 
the Babylonian Empire, and he was very critical of the U.S. 
policy in Viet Nam. CLEAVER criticized President JOHNSON, 
Governor RONALD REAGAN ofCalifornia, and all leading Presidential 
candidates. CLEAVER stated that a vote for any ofthe three 
candidates whom he called "pigs" would be a crime against humanity 


The first confidential source referred to above . 
pees the following information eoncennTns CLEAVER 's 
3 Saeciys . 


CLEAVER began speaking With obscene greetings to the 
‘pigs of the power structure” and gave a special greeting to 
his parole officer, whom he said required him to give his 
itinerary in advance so-the "slow dull pigs in the local area" 
could monitor his speech and send back the results so the 
parole officer could hear for himself what CLEAVER had to say. 


CLEAVER described the Presidential candidates WALLACE, 
NIXON and HUMPHREY as “pigs” and stated "one was just as bad 
-s the other, one can get you killed just as bad as the other 
and that's all they have to offer to the people of the world, 
to the people of this country which means that we have a 
problem". He said this was a problem which could not be solved 
oy voting for him (CLEAVER) because he would not care if no 
one voted for him in November and recommended that no one vote 
7 ecause he believed-a vote for anyone of the candidates "would 
be a crime against humanity”. 


CLEAVER stated that "America, the beautiful successor 
vo Nazi Germany, either nas to change the swastika as a symbol 
Ff terror around the worid, decadent Babylonians, murderers, 
perpetrators of genocide, liars, hypocrites and everytaing foul. 
‘qatts what's in this country, pigs and people.’ 


He said that those in the audience, eecause of 
Listening to the news media, teachers and preaciers, have 


~srobably heard that CLEAVER is a racist. He stated that he 


was not a racist but for law and order, different than that of 
GEORGE WALLACE and ali the pigs of the power structure. He 
said "I'm for law and order that will get everyone in this 
country out of order, out of the order that we've been placed 
in, into another Boston Tea Party, because that's what we neeéc.

But. until you lay me down.don't tell me that I can't say what 
k Want to say. If the students at the Unnersity of California 
want to invite me there under the rules and regulations thet 
then prevail and ask me to talk about racism, definitely I'm 
going to show up on time jand I don't want a mother (obscene) 
Governor telling me that I can't talk. I don't care if his 
name is ROCKEFELLER. (Obscene) him. I'm not going to court. 

I don't care if its lynching BAINES JOHNSON it doesn't meke 
any difference that nobody, nobody has the right to tell a man 
he can't talk, That he ‘can't say his piece. That's something 
of what this country is supposed to be about. That's one of the 
things that we're finding out that it's not about. And so we 
find ugly Americans, ugly Americans, viciqus Americans the typ2 
of ppple who can authorize bembs for breakfast for the people 
in Vietnam, I say bombs for the Babylonians, if there are 
going to be bombs for the people in Vietnan. 


"Some simple (obscene) reporter asked me out here a 
while ago would Ifightfor this country. I know that was > 
a wimple question but he was a reporter you see and he asked 
me would you fight for any other country. I said yes. He 
said which. one" 


"{ started to say China, And then I thoughtof 
Vietman, brother HO CHI MIN, and I thoughtof Cuba, then I 
just thought about the whole third world. And so I told that [I 
would fight for any country struggling to free itself from 
imperialism, from colonialism, from the exploitations of 
this racist decadent capitalistic system. Yes I would fight 
for them," 


CLEAVER then discussed people who want to end the war 
in Vietnam. Those who march, sign petitions, stage all kinds of 
freak shows and carnivals trying to impress the pigs of the 
power structure, He ridiculed the peace talks going on in 
raris concerning the Vietnam war as filibustering and putting 
ait Lying rumors, ee . 4 
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RE: LER@Y ELDRIDGE @LEAVER 


He then stated "But if you say you want to see the 
war ended, you say that you sympathize with the people of 
Vietnam, if you say that you feel the same way that they 
feel then you have to realize that the only way that we can 
realiy stop this war is to give the power structure a deadline. 
Not a long one either, and tell them that if they don't stop the 
War we are going to upen up a second front right here in 
Babylon," 





He then compared the people in this country to the 
actions of the German people who wanted to stop the genocide 
of the Jews. 


He said "In this country we are carrying out LBJ's 
program, going along with his program just like the Germans 
did and we sit here with dumb faces and we need to go out 
in the streets and bring it to an end, and we can do that be- 
cause there are more people in this country than there are 


pigs." 


He stated this country is confusec as the resuit of 
lying statements issued by so call leaders of this country. 


He stated that we have a situation of LYNDON JOHNSON 's 
party repudiating him because of a credibility gab. He said 
this was a euphemism, that he, JOHNSON, was a liar. He said 
it means that the statistics in the reports that JOHNSON puts 
out cannot be trusted. 


He said that JOHNSON must have gotten up one day 
"and looked at himself in the mirror, and looked at his ugly 
face and he must have seen lies pouring out of his mouth 
dripping with the blood of the people and saw for himself that 
he was indeed foul so he told the people that he did not 
recommend himself again for another term. So get on LYNDON 
BAINES JOHNSON, war criminal, guilty." 7 


He then asked the audience the question is 
LYNDON BAINES JCHNSON guilty, is he a murderer, is he is war 
criminai. The audiencé responded with a mixture of yes 's 
and no's. :

He asked if there would be a Nuremberg for 
JOHNSGN, RUSKand MC NAMARA and for the Republican and 
Democratic Parties. He said he won't talk about the people 
who voted for the candidates but the pigs who control those 
machines, . He specifically stated he was talking about the 
dogs like Mayor DALEY of Chicago. He criticized DALEY for 
sending his troops against the people in Chicago who were agains 
the war in Vietnam. He then spoke about the public servants 
who had become arrogant who think they own the people and 
this country. He said this condition would not continue 
because he was sure the peopte of this country and of the 
world would rise up against them. 


He stated that right now there was no real neutral 
ground, that people were either part of the problem or part 
of the solution and they couldn't wait indefinitely. He 
said "the people who are feeling the pain aren't going to wait 
on you any more." 


He said the oppressor has got out of hand and stated 
it was not safe to go to court in New York any more especially 
if you are a Black Panther, because "off duty racist pigs 
will stamp on you in the hallowed halls of justice." 

He said that we have policemen in this country who have 
developed a class corfiousness. He said the police are 
motivated like the Army, "honor defending the borders of 
civilization against the barbary hoards, niggers in the 

ghetto and hippies and yippies and McCarthyites.” He said 
that the police were better organized than the military. 

He spoke of the International Association of Chiefs of Police 
wnich he called "the ruling Reich." He said they have 
ideologies and that they are coreious of temselves, as a 
Special interest group, they have big money and they have a lot 
of guns and "they have a blank check for Wilpping heads 

unless we call that check in and let them know we want the 
public servants of this country to act like public servants 
and don't bite the hand that feeds them or we'll take that 
hand and slap their (obscene) heads off.” 


CLEAVER stated that women hold the power to make 
the men become a part of the solution. That the women should 
make love and even Sex revolutionary and if the men did not agre 
With them they should make them leave their pad. He said we 
need men in Babylon who will fulfill their duties as defenders 
of the times. 
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RE: LEROY ELDRIAGE CLEAVER 


He then stated to the audience that he wanted a 
policeman and demanded that any policemen who had sneaked 
into the audience to stand up and identify himself. When no one 
Stood up he stated he knew they were in there because he could 
Smell them and then-called them cowards for not making them- 
Selves known to those present. He stated referring to the 
policemen that "We don't fear you any more because we have foun 
out you are not magic and that all you have is a gun and that 
in order to neutralize all we need is a gun and so we got then. 
So shoot your shot and wetit Shoot ours and you will be the 
aeressor as you always are. 


He then said that"we are going to put an end to your 
murder and that is all I want to talk about until its over with, 
an end to the murder by these brutal pigs." 


He then spoke about HUEY P. NEWTON, Minister of 
Defense of the Black Panther Party and asked the audience if 
they had heard about him. He said that NEWTON is behind 
bars because they say he killed a pig. He said "they 
tried to kill him. Someone killed a pig because the pig is 
dead, That (obscene) ain't going to move, he's dead, but 
HUEY didn't kill him, you dig it. " He said that a jury of 
11 white people and "1°" brought back a verdict of voluntary 
manslaughter. He said that the police didn't-accept this 
verdict and that two drunken policemen came by the Biack 
Panther Headquarters in San Francisco and shot up the windows 
aiming at a picture of HUEY NEWTON, all because the judge. 
didn't sentence NEWIAN to the gas chamber. 


He spoke about an article he had written concerning 

NEWION which he wanted the people to read stating that 

WEWION had set a standard. CLEAVER stated "we need an 

Army." "We need a black army and we need a white army. 

We Say all power to the people. Black power for plack 
people, white power for white people, brown power for brown 
people, red power for red people, yellow power for MA -TSE 
TUNG and HA-CHI-MIN and all of their brothers and sisters. 


He said he knew some people were disgruntied when 
he mentions | white power but said that they never had white 
power only "pig power in your name. " 
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RE: LEROY ELDRIDGE CLEAVER 


CLEAVER said that "we can relate to white power 
because we believe that all people have an absolute right 
to control their own destiny, to have the control of the 
sovereignty which is over him, everyone from Eskimos to the 
darend@énts of the slave masters and we have only one condi- 
tion, that you stop acting like your grandpappy and grandmarny. 


He stated that people today that are living coin- 
tortably are re@eivers of stolen property as a result of 
Slavery but added that the victims of that plunder are now 
"standing at the door and telling you we want our share and we 
are going to get our share or we're going to turn the (obscene: 
table over.” © 


He said that the Negroes are not going to nave people 
running around comfortably while they are in misery. He Said 
Negroes want to be part of the @emocratic regeneration of tne 
earth or bepeart of the democratic destruction of it. He 
stated "there's not going to be any middle ground and that's 
the point.” 


He then ridiculed the polis showing WALLACE as 
gaining and stated that NIAON would win the Presidency and 
that NIXON would take those that wanted him to hell. 


He stated that if he did go to hell he and the other 
members of the Black Panther Party would move against the 
devil and if God joined in 4& coalition with the devil, 
they would have to move against God also, because "we don't 
hae to suomit to anything that's not soothing to our code.” 


CLEAVER said "the basic principles we operate on 
is that every man, woman and child on the face of the planet 
earth has an absolute right to the very best, the very 
highest standard of living that human Knowledge and technology 
is capable of providing without any emceptions., They have 
a right to that and anything that stands in the way of that has 
to go, including the .decadent; capitalistic system that is in 
the way of that, and its got to go whether you like it or not." 


He then spoke of other empires through history which 
have fallen and stated that change i8 now indicated and everyoare 
knows it and it is only a question of how. 
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RE: LER@Y ELDRIDGE CLEAVER 


CLEAVER told the students at RPI that when they 
were Grfted and asked if they wanted to join the Engineering 
Corps or go to the front lines, that they would choose to 
man the guns md kill their "brothers and sisters;"” following 
which he stated "I hope you don't mke it back if you go.” 


He criticized Gnuneral HERSEY and General LE MAY 
who endorsed GE@RGE WALLACE for President and "“sendé niggers 
greetings to go to Vietnam to kill yellow people for racists." 


CLEAVER then criticized ROY WILKINS and WHITNEY YOUNG 
as being Uncle Toms and told the audience that if any of 
them were acquainted with an Uncle Tom that the strategy of 
licking boots does not work. He said to tell Uncle Tom to get 
up off his knees, wipe the shoe polish off his mouth and pick 
up a gun and join the black army..."tell him to get off that 
kick because it's not going to work and join the Black 
Panther Party and use that energy in a more efficient manner. 
Tell him to do what MALCOLM X prophetized must be done. " 


He said that HUEFY NEWTON was listening to MALCOLM X 
when MALCOLM X said we must organize to defend ourselves. 


CLEAVER read as follows an article he had written 
concerning HUEY P. NEWTON: 


"To HUEY P. NEWTON, a narration and commentary 
by those who know him. HUEY 2, NEWTON, Minister of Defense, 
of the Black Panther Party, the baddest (obscene) ever to set 
foot inside of history. HUFY P, NEWTON. the brother, black 
man, nigger, the descendent of slaves who stood up in the 
heart of the ghetto at night in alleys confronted by racist 
pigs with guns and said'‘my name is HUFY P. NEWTON, Minister 
of Defense of the Black Panther Party, I'm standing on my 
constitutional rights. I'm not going to allow you to 
brutalize me. I'm going to stop you from brutalizing my 
people. You've got your gun, pig, I've got mine. You shoot 
at me, I'm shooting back.'!" 


CLEAVER said "that’s HUFY P. NEWPON and I think it's 
beautiful." 


He then asked the audience if they could relate 
to aman who had the guts to stand up and say give me liberty 
or give mé death, because that is what HUFY was saying for 
black people. CLEAVER said that he Knew the people cauld 
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RE: LEROY FLDRIDGE CLEAVER 


relate to it but they couldn't relate to it in the same way 
as black people. 


GLEAVEFR closed his speech in stating that 
ost. Michael the Archangel was the first pig in history, 
the chief of police of his time who he said was sent to the 
Garden of Fden to evict the people there who were having 
a loud party or something. When St. Michael told Adam and Eve 
to leave they left at once. CLEAVER said had HUEY P. NEWTON 
been there he would have told that pig that he liked it there 
and he was going to stay and if St. Michael swung his sword at 
him he would swing his sword back. 


CLEAVER said that we could have a Garden of Eden 
right here with some student power, faculty power and some 
guest lecturer power. 


CLEAVER closed by ridiculing Governor RONALD REAGAN 
and MAX RAFFERTY with obscenities and stated "power to the 
people whether you iike it or not. Gai night and God bless you, 
if there is one.” 
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1. APPENDIX 
BLACK PANTHER PARTY . 


According to its official newspaper, the Black Panther 
Party (BPP) was started during December, 1966, in Oakland, 
California, to organize black people so they cen take control of 
the life, politics, and the destiny of the black community. It 
was organized by Bobby George Seale, BrP Chairman, and Huey P. 
Newton, BPP Minister of Defcuse. Newton is presently serving a 
sentence of 2 to 15 years oa:a conviction of manslaughter in 
connection with the killing of an Oakland police officer. 


The official newspaper, "The Black Panther," which 
further describes itself as the “Black Community News Service,” 
states that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla tactics 
in its revolutionary program to end oppression of the black people. 
Residents of the black community are urged to arm themselves 
agezinst the police who are consistently referred to in the 
publication as "nigs" who should be killed. 


"The Black Panther’ issue of September 7, 1968, contains 
an editorial by BPP Minister of sSducation, George Mason Murray, 
which ends with the following: 


"Black men. Black people, colored persons of America, 
revolt everywhere: Arm yourselves. The only culture worth keeping 
is a revolutionary culture. Change. Freedom everywhere. Dynamite! 
Black Power. Use the gun. Kill the pigs everywhere." 


Included in the intw duction to an article appearing in 
the October 5, 1968, edition of "The Black Panther" is the 
statement, "...we will not dissent from American Government. We 
will overthrow it." 


Issues of "The Black Panther” regularly contain quotations 
from the writings of Chairman MAO Tse-tung of the People's Republic 
of China and feature MAO's statement that “political power grows 
out of the barrel of a gun.” 


The nationai headamrters of the BPP is located at 
3106 Shattuck Avenue, Berkeley, California: Branches have been 
established at various locations throughout. the United States. 
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All offices will contact logical informants familiar with 
Biack Panther Party activities and other left wing militant groups 
regarding subject.

1958, the subject was sentenced to California State Prison 
for six months to fourteen years on the above charges. He 
was paroled in December, 1966, at which time he immediately 
proceeded to the San Francisco, California, area where he 
obtained employment with "Rampart's Magazine.” He was 
employed as a writer with this magazine and later became 

an editor and subsequently senior editor, which position he 
held until his ozBe ppesranee in November, 1968. 


Since hae release from prison, the wubteet had 
aligned himself with the Black Panther Party (BPP) and 
currently serves as Minister of Information of this 
orranization. 


On May 2, 1967, a group of 24 Negro males who 
identified themselves as members of the BPP, made a 
protest march and appearance at the California State 
Capitol in Sacramento, California, armed with rifles and 
handguns. As a resuit of the ensuing confrontation with 
authorities, the subject was arrested and charged with 
violation of parole. Representatives of his employer, 
"Rampart's Magazine’ interceded on the subject's behalf 
claiming the subject had been assigned ag a reporter for 
"Rampart's" to cover the State Capitol aonfrontation and 
that he had not appeared there as part of the raiding 
party and consequently should not have been arrested as a 
result of the confrontation. The subject was thereafter 
released by the authorities and no further action was 
taken to revoke his parole at that time.:

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The subject continued on parole until April 6, 
1968, at which time he and several other members of the 
BPP became involved in a shootout with officers of the 
Oakland, California, Police Department, which resulted 
in the death of BOBBY HUTTON, Treasurer of the BPP, and 
the wounding of the subject in his left foot and ankle 
by a shotgun blast. 


As a result of this shootout, the subject's 
parole was revoked and he was returned to! prison. In 
a legal action brought by his attorney, CHARLES GARRY , 
in the Superior Court in Solano County, California, the 
revocation of subject's parole was declared illegal by 
Superior Court Judge RAYMOND SHERMAN who ruled that the 
subject's parole had been revoked because of.“his political 
activities. 


_ The subject was continued on parole until the 
last part of September, 1968, when the California Court of 
Appeals reversed the Superior Court ruling and stated that 
the California Department of Corrections’: action in revoking 
subject's parole was not illegal. The Court of Appeals 
ordered CLEAVER to be returned to prison and his parole 
revoked as of November 77, 1968.

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DETAILS OF FEDERAL PROCESS 


On November 29, 1968, Deputy Attorney General 
for the State of California, JOHN P. OAKES, State 
Building, San Francisco, California, submitted a 
letter to Mr. CECIL POOLE, U. S. Attorney, San Francisco, 
California, requesting Federal assistance in the 
apprehension of the subject, who according to OAKES, is 
a paroled California prisoner who was serving sentence 
for several felony convictions. The letter indicated that 
a warrant for CLEAVER's arrest was issued on November 27, 
1968. The letter stated that in the event subject is 
apprehended outside the State of California, the State 


would take all steps necessary to return him to California. 


On December 10, 1968, U. &S. Attorney CECIL POOLE, 
San Francisco, California, authorized a complaint charging 
subject with violation Title 18, Section 1073, U. S. Code 
(Unlawful Flight to Avoid Confinement). POQLE recommended 
bond at $100,060, either cash or surety bond,

PERSONAL HISTORY 


The subject was born to LEROY and THELMA ROBINSON 
CLEAVER at Little Rock, Arkansas, on August 31, 1935. He 
was one of six children born to this couple. He lived in 
Arkansas until the age of 7 (1943) when his parents moved 
to California. He resided in the area until he was sent 
to prison in 1958. He dropped out of school.at the age 
of 17 after having reached the eleventh srade.

The official newspaper, "The Black Panther,” which 
further .describes itself as the "Black Community News Service, 
states that the BPP advocates the use of guns and guerrilla 
tactics in its revolutionary program to end oppression of the 
black people. Residents of the black community are urged to 
arm themselves against the police who are consistently referred 
to in the publication as "pigs" who should be killed. 


: "The Black Panther" issue of September 7, 196 contains 
an editorial by BPP Minister of Education, George Maso urray , 
which ends with the following; 


"Black men. Black people, colored persons of America, 
revolt everywhere! Arm yourselves. The only culture worth 
keeping is a revolutionary cuiture. Change. Freedom everywhere. 
Dynamite! Black Power. Use the gun. Kill the pigs everywhere.” 


Included in the introduction to an article appearing 
in the October 5, 1968, edition of "The Black Panther” is the 
statement, 1. we will not dissent from American Government.

Issues of "The Black Panther" regularly contain quotations 
from the writings of Chairman MAO Tse-tung of the People’s 
Republic of China and feature MAQ's statement that "political 
power grows out of the barrel of a gun.” 


The national headquarters of the BPP is located at 
3106 Shattuck Avenue, Berkeley, California. Branches have 
been established at various locations throughout the United 
states.
